The People of France would be glad of 
their old Model of Government, inſtead of

They 
had formerly Parliaments of the Three E- 
ſtates, called from their Provinces; but when 


the En gliſh were Victorious in the Reign of 
Charles VI. King of France, the States being 


called according to Cuſtom, finding they 


could not all join, for fear of being taken 
Priſoners by the Engliſh; they who were 
come to the Place affign'd, petition'd the 
King, to give them leave to depart home to 
ſecure their private Affairs — leaving the: 
Management of the Liar, to tlie King 
and his Counſel. 


Lewis XI. a G erdfiy Prince, t being 


the Succeſſor to Charles, took that Petition as 
* Reſignation of their Rig bt off being called 


any time for the future, to Parliaments. So

they were never after called ; but their Pla- 


ces were ſupply'd with Men of his own No- 
mination who alſo in time grew troubleſome ._ 
to the Court, ſo that no kind of Farliaments 


were called. 

The Cardinals, Richelieu, Miniſter of State 
to Lewis XIII. a aui his Succeſſor, 
made a Scheme of Government in France, 
whereby the Abſolute Power ſhould. be in 
the King, and that a fourth part of the Cur- 
rent Coin of that Kingdom, ſhould be al- 
ways in the King's Poſſeffion. All Edicts 


are made at Court, and ſent to the Parlia- 
ment of Paris to Regiſter, who ſcarcely ever 
refuſe ; for they are only a Court of Cow- 


ards of the Court's choofing. 

This is the greateſt Reaſon, that the French 
King is ſo formidable to his Neighbours, ha- 
ving the Abſolute: Power: to. command his 


Subjects Perſons and Purſes. 


The Nobility of France are very Nume- 
rous, being all are Noble of the 3 


Children, and Equal in the Diviſion of the 


Paterna! Eſtate, e the Mannour-Houſe,

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The Nobility are provided for in tlic Ar- 
my or in the Church. It is efteem'd very 
diſhonourable for a Nobleman to be a Mer- 
chant or Mechanick. Nor can Trade flou- | 
Tiſh for that Reaſon in France, fo well as in 
our Nations; for the Nobility know well 

that thecommon People would be richer than 
they, if they had Encouragement ; as by Ex- 
ample from the Commons of England, who- 
by their Induſtry are grown Rich, and have 
bought moſt of their Lords Lands.

FHbwever the Proteſtants, though they loſt 
their Towns, loſt not their Induftry to mo-

Papiſts,, that they would in time be their
